I have the honor to submit herewith, in order to their being laid before 
Parliament, as required by the Act 7 & 8 Vie., c. 81, sec. 56, General Abstracts 
of the Marriages registered in Ireland during the years 1852 and 1853. 

The arrangement of the Tables is the same as in previous years, in order to 
afford facilities for comparison. 

The entire number of Marriages recorded in each year from 1845* to 1853 ; 
the mode in which they were performed ; and the numbers and proportion per 
cent, of Widowers, Widows, and Minors, and also of persons who signed the 
Registers with marks, are shown in the following summary : —

707 Licenses for Marriage were granted by District Registrars in 1852, and 
764 in 1853. 

In my last Report I took the opportunity of calling attention to the want of a 
general system of Registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages in this country, 
the Act 7 and 8 Vic., chap. 81, having reference to the Marriages only of a 
portion of the population ; I also gave in an Appendix an estimate of the probable 
annual charge which such a measure would entail on each of the Poor Law 
Unions, if— as is the case in England— the expenses are to be defrayed from the 
Poor Rates. 

From the estimate referred to it appears that the cost of registering Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages in Ireland, would amount to £19,990 13s.— or little more 
than one farthing in the pound annually, calculated on the population and Poor 
Law Valuation of 1851 ; and when the many advantages are considered, both in 
a social and sanitary point of view, which such a measure must confer on the 
community, it is to be hoped that this important enactment will not be much 
longer deferred.

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for so many years with such universal satisfaction, the complaints are very general, and, when not 
taking into account all the bearings of the question, not unnatural, that the services of certifying 
surgeons should be continued to do that circuitously and inefficiently which could be done by the 
registrars directly and efficiently. "We should be very happy if the administration of the provisions 
of the Factories and Printworks Acts could be relieved from the machinery of these surgical certi- 
ficates, which are too frequently the instruments for evading, instead of enforcing the provisions of 
the law. But unfortunately ike Act for the general registration of births, marriages , and deaths, 
does not extend either to Ireland or to Scotland, and a very large proportion of the children and 
young persons employed in factories in Great Britain are immigrants from Ireland., from which part 
of the United Kingdom such worthless compositions as those wliich are transcribed in Mr. Redgrave’s 
Report, p. 48, would often be the only vouchers upon which we should have to rely, were the less 
fallacious certificates of the surgeons to be discarded. Although, therefore, we acknowledge the 
reasonableness of the complaints which are so generally made of this inconvenience, we cannot see 
how they can be safely removed until the provisions of the General Registration Act shall have been 
extended to the whole of the United Kingdom.” — Half-yearly Joint Report of the Inspectors of 
Factories in England, Ireland, and Scotland, pp. 104, 105. 

And as no language which I could employ would so forcibly convey to your 
Excellency the want of a general system oi registration of Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages, in this country, similar to that which has so beneficially existed in 
England since the year 1836, under the Acts 6 & 7 Wm. IV., caps. 85 & 86, — as 
that used by Sir Robert Kane, in his able and eloquent Address on the opening 
of the Fifth Session of the Dublin Statistical Society, in November, 1851, at 
which the Earl of Clarendon was present, — I beg to bring his very strong observa- 
tions on the subject under the consideration of your Excellency, in addition to 
the foregoing Extracts from the Reports of the Inspectors of Factories : — 

“ I would beg leave to remark in a very few words upon one element in the construction of our 
Census, to which I feel that public attention cannot be too strongly directed. I refer to those Tables 
of 'Births, Deaths, and Marriages, for obtaining the elements of which forms are provided in the 
present Census. Now, I would express my opinion that, although the returns may be expected to 
represent accurately the existing facts, similar accuracy cannot be expected in returns of the occur- 
rences spread over a period of ten years. These facts, still more important to the civil administra- 
tion for securing the ends of justice and morality, than for any merely statistical object, would require 
to be registered at the time of their occurrence, in a proper and secure official manner, and thereby 
at the end of the decennial period would afford a means of controlling the General Census Returns, 
by the sums of the annual increments and decrements of the population independently obtained. 

J <« Such returns are made for Great Britain and for all the important European countries. I, of 
course, cannot j udge of the reasons for omitting in this country the official registration of births and 
deaths ; nor, indeed, for the anomaly of limiting the registration of marriages to those of a portion 
(and, indeed, a small portion) of the people. The want of official registration of the marriages of 
the great mass of the inhabitants of this country, I look upon as not merely destroying all value in 
the returns of our talented Registrar-General, as statistical documents, but also as a great injury and 
injustice to those classes of. her Majesty’s subjects who are thus deprived of an important safeguard 
of their property, and to the moral position of their families. I have had occasion to consult upon 
the question of registration of marriages with a number of gentlemen, clergymen as well as laymen, 
and I have never met with one whose experience did not furnish cases of violation to justice and 
injury to morals, as to persons and as to property, from, the absence of central, official , and general 
registries of births, deaths, aud marriages, and who did not unequivocally deplore and condemn the 
very imperfect, irresponsible, and unsafe manner in which the only kinds of registries usual among 
those I consulted are now drawn up and deposited. All I have spoken with have expressed their 
great anxiety that a general system of public official registration of births, deaths, and marriages 
should be organized ; and, as in a merely statistical point of view such would be of great utility to 
advance the objects of our society, I felt that in this assembly a reference to the necessity for sup- 
plying a want so universally deplored could not be out of place.” 

The 130 districts into which the country is divided, under the 7 & 8 Vic., c. 
81, are co-extensive with the Poor Law Unions of 1845 ; since that period the 
areas of the Unions have from time to time been altered, and their number 
increased to 163 ; and it is now desirable, for the more efficient working of the 
Act, that the areas of the districts should be changed ; but it would appear 
from the opinion of the Law Adviser of the Crown that your Excellency is not 
authorized to alter the districts originally established without further legislation. 

I beg to add, that this Report should have been submitted at an earlier period 
of the year but for the great difficulty which I experienced in procuringfthe 
certified copies of the Register Books of Marriages at the regular periods directed 
by the. Provisions of the Act.
